A Bridge of Ants

No Secret Telegraph System.

Why Rain Clouds Are Black. 

The color of a cloud depends on the 
manner in which the sunlight falls 
upon it and the position of the observ: 
er. It will be noticed that bigh clouds 
fre always white or light {n color, and 
this is because the light by which they 
are seen is reflected from the under- 
surface by the numberless drops of 
moisture which go to form the cloud. 
Heavy rain clouds, on the other band, 
are found much nearer the earth, and 
so the light falls on them more-direct- 
ly from above, giving a silver lining to 
the cloud, though the undersurface ap- 
pears black owing to the complete re 
flection and absorption of the light by 
the upper layers.
